tiſpaſmodics and ſedatives. In the ſpaſ- 
modic aſthma ipecacuanha in ſmall doſes 
has ſacceeded ; ſo has extract of hemlock 
given freely. Very ſtrong coffee, an 
ounce of the beſt Mocco to a fingle diſh, 
without milk or ſugar, is excellent for 
abating the paroxyſins. 

When the aſthma is ſymptomatic, the pri- 
mary diſcaſe claims our attention. In the

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FEVER, REMITTENT.- (Siur Lx.) 


Symptoms. The remittent fever differs from 
the continual and intermittent, in that after 
a certain number of hours it remits, or 
abates, but does not go off. It is alſo 

called the autumnal renitimg Fever, the 
bilious Fever, the marſli Fever, and the 
camp Fever. It uſually comes on ſudden- 
ly, with debility, lowneſs of ſpirits, chilli- 
neſs, and other febrile ſymptoms; the 
hands tremble; countenance pale or yel - 
1owiſh-; ſkin dry, breathing difficult, and 
pulſe wall and quick; great nauſea ſuc- 
ceeds. Vomiting of bile, and ſometimes. 
diſcharge of it by ſtool; the tongue be- 
comes foul, delirium enſues, with moiſ- 
ture on the face, and at length on the 
other parts, when the remiſſom follows. 
As the diſorder increaſes the remiſſions 
are leſs, and at length ſearcely percepti- 
ble; the mouth, teeth, and lips, covered 
v ith-· a black cruſt; tongue very dry and 
ſtiff, ſo that the patient s voice can ſearee⸗ 
ly be beard. 9 

Treatment, An emetic is ſometitnes pro- 

per; the body ſhould be opened if ne- 
ceflary ; | then preſcribe the bark with 

+ wine copiguſly. Dr. KOWIer has found - 
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the ſolution of arſenic as efficacious in 
this as in the intermittent fever. 


FEVER, scARLZT. (SIMPLE.:) 


Symptoms. The uſual precurſory ſymptoms of 
a fever, viz, ſhivering, beat, &c. Then an

Symptoms, Shiverings, laſlitude, wearineſs,

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breathing continuing, whereas in a ſyn- 
cope they are- not perceptible ; it alſo 


comes on gradually, but a ſyncope more 
ſaddenly ; in that, the fit is of ſhort conti- 
nuarice, in this, uſually much longer; 
with a colour iu the face, which i is not the 
caſe in a ſyncope.
